If free labor were ever throttled | 
it would mean the eventual death 
knell of the free ballot. 

Hence, the coming November 
election is the most important and 
significant one that organized la- 
bor in California has faced in 
many years. A group of Los Ang- 
eles men, known as the “Merchants | 
and Manufacturers’ association,” | 
are reaching a climax of forty-four 
years of labor-baiting. They are 
spending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to decisively smash the 
union movement in California. 

Political strategists that they 
are, they have seized the right 
moment for their below-the 
belt attack. 

They know that the state is filled 
with transients who have not had 
the good fortune of working under 
union conditions before coming to 
California.

Yes, this coming election is very 
significant to labor. And, as the 
old typewriter drill sentence pro- 
claims, “This is the time for all 
good people to come to the aid of 
their party.”

So we know, after you’ve put 
in a hard day at the plant and 
you come home and put on your 
slippers and your bathrobe and 
you settle down in your easy 
chair with your newspaper— 
perhaps this one—that voice in 
the back of your mind which 
urges you to go down and reg- 
ister for the election, remind- 
ing you that your only protec- 
tive weapon in this game of 
underhanded politics is the bal- 
lot—is very easy to disregard, 
especially when it is so easy to 
fall asleep. 

But, brother, just tell yourself 
the Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
association know about that bath- 
robe and the slippers and the easy 
chair. 

Get out and vote. But remember 
that you have to register first. The 
last day for registration is next 
Thursday.

For Starvation Wages

you cannot fool all of the people all of the time. | wage freeze, official government circles buzzed with reports | 

Proposition No. 12 on the November state ballot is another | 
effort to fool the people. Through the play of words, it evidently | 


is assumed that the unthinking,¢ | 


the gullible and the overly 
credulous will, without investi- 
gation or analysis, fall for one 


of the most cleverly worded 
and misleading pieces of propa- 
ganda that has ever been submit- 
ted to the voters. 


The proposal starts out with 
the declaration that “every per- 
son has the right to work, and 
to seek, obtain and hold employ- 
ment without interference with 
or impairment or abrogation of 
said right because he does or 
does not belong to or pay money 
to a labor organization.” 


Then this cunning proposal in 
adroit language proceeds so to 
amend the constitution of the state 


of California as to abrogate and in- | 


validate all contracts or agreements 
which provide for union shop con- 
ditions. In other words, proposition 
No. 12 is a cleverly camouflaged 
attack upon the very working 
people whom it pretends to defend. 

When it is remembered that 
proposition No. 12 is sponsored by 
the Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
association of Los Angeles it imme- 
diately becomes obvious that the 
real motive that inspired these 
wealthy gentlemen to finance 
proposition No. 12 is a desire to 
deprive the working people of the 
protection of trades union agree- 


ments so that the employers will | 


thereby be enabled ruthlessly to ex- 
ploit labor. 

Every one agrees that every per- 
son has a right of employment. 
Every thinking person realizes that 
citizens can only secure employ- 
ment from an employer who is 
agreeable to employing them. No 


citizen has a4 right to demand of an | 


employer that he be given employ- 
ment. No citizen has a right to 
force an employer to give him em- 
ployment. Every citizen has a right 
to beg an employer to give him a 


job. That is as far as the right of | 


employment lawfully goes. Proposi- 
tion No. 12 subjects the employe to 
the mercy of the unfair employer. 

Because of these facts it is ap- 

arent that the right of employ- 
ment is really the right of unfair 
employers to employ employes at 
starvation wages. 

Tens of thousands of fair em- 
ployers in California are op- 
posed to this scheme of the Los 
Angeles merchants and manu- 
facturers. Representatives of 
the state chamber of commerce 
journeyed to Los Angeles and 
there conferred with the repre- 
sentatives of the Los Angeles 
merchants and manufacturers’ 
association, urging them not to 
continue advocating the right of 
employment measure because 
it was unwise and unfair, and 
would only lead to chaos, con- 
fusion and friction. 

The Los Angeles merchants and 
manufacturers’ association rejected 
the request of the California state 
chamber of commerce. Since that 
time thousands of fair employers, 
chambers of commerce, city and 
county governments, church organi- 
zations, veterans’ organizations, 
civic organizations, fraternal or- 
ganizations, and all labor organiza- 
tions have condemned proposition 
No. 12 and have urged the citizens 
to oppose its adoption. 

The merchants and manufactur- 
ers’ association of Los Angeles and 
' their cohorts continue to carry on 
their attack upon the rights of free 
men. They are endeavoring so to 
amend the constitution of the state 
of California as to deprive free 
American citizens of the rights now 
| guaranteed by the constitution. 


These facts should give citizens 
| pause, This is nothing more or less 
than an attack upon democracy, 
upon free government, upon the 
rights of free men. The appalling 


| thing is that the cunning schemers | 


| advocating this measure think they 
|ean put it over because of what 
| they assume to be a gullible public 
| who, they think, are not intelligent 


} enough to realize that every vote | 


|for proposition No. 12 is a vote 
| against liberty and a vote to de 


| prive free men of their present con- | 
| stitutional rights. | 
Evidently, it is also assumed that 

| the decent citizens, the loyal citi- 
| zens, will be engrossed in the one 
| thing that every loyal American is |

tion is that citizens will not realize | 
| that they are being victimized into 
| voting for a thing that strikes at |

| At its recent meeting in Chicago the executive council] emphasized that 
|the wage problem is one of the most dangerous matters facing labor 
| today. It charged that the cost of living has risen more than twice as 
|much as the 15 per cent accounted for under the “little steel formula” 
and called upon the president to .readjust the formula realistically to 
|meet this situation. The council declared that the president alone has 
authority to act on this question since he had incorporated the formula 
into executive order 9328, issued on April 8, 1943, defining the stabiliza- 
tion program. 
| Announced reconversion plans call for immediate return to the basic 
| 40-hour week after V-E day, the day of final victory in Europe. This 
will mean loss of overtime pay by millions of workers, equivalent to a 
| general 25 per cent wage cut. 
| Leaders of the American Federation of Labor do not see how 
American workers can sustain such a serious slash in income, 
especially as there is no prospect of an accompanying cut in the 
prices of articles which affect the cost of living. On the contrary, 
indications are that living costs will continue to go up as the govern- 
ment will be pressed to relax wartime price controls.

E. V. Vernon, state treasurer, 
state conference of machinists, 
spoke before the council re- 
garding the matter of holding 
a convention. After hearing 
Brother Vernon and also con- 
sidering several other communi- 
cations dealing with the same 
matter, the executive council, 
by unanimous action, voted to 
hold a convention at the ear- 
liest possible opportunity any 
place in the state where ar- 
rangements can be made for 
adequate accommodations. The 
secretary was instructed to call 
a special meeting of the exec- 
utive council as soon as he 
obtains a location for the hold- 
ing of a convention. He was 
further instructed to send an 
official letter to all the affili- 
ated unions, advising them of 
this action of the executive 
council, and requesting that un- 
qualified support be given to 
the campaign to defeat proposi- 
tion No. 12 in the meantime. 

On the twelve propositions to be 
submitted on the November ballot, 
the executive council has taken the 
following action: 

Proposition No. 1 

The council endorsed proposition 
No. 1 at a previous meeting. This 
provides for a bond issue of $30,- 
000,000 to be used by the Veterans’ 
Welfare board in assisting Califor- 
nia war veterans to acquire farms 
or homes. 

Proposition No. 2 

This proposition, which was dlso 
endorsed previously, extends the 
present exemption of resident vet- 
erans from taxation of property to 
persons who served in the armed 
forces of the United States in time 
of peace in specified campaigns and 
were honorably discharged or other- 
wise honorably released, and to 
persons who, after service in the 
armed forces of the United States, 
have continued in such service, or 


| who are in such service in time of 


war. 
Proposition No. 3 

Endorsed at the meeting. This 
authorizes the legislature to fix the 
compensation of various state offi- 
cials at not less than $5,000 per 
annum. 
Proposition No. 4 

This was again endorsed. It ex- 
empts from property taxes property 
used for religious, hospital, or 


charitable purposes, owned by agen- | 


cies organized for such purposes, 
and not operated for profit. 
Proposition No. 5 

Endorsed. This proposition auth- 
orizes the legislature to provide for 
reinstatement of public officers and 
employes who resign to serve in the 
armed forces of the United States or 
of this state. 
Proposition No. 6 

Opposed. Calls for annual session 
of the legislature not to exceed 60 
days. 
Proposition No. 7

It was the 
consensus of opinion that the ranks 
of labor must speed up their work 
if the measure is to be defeated in 
November. Other directives will be 
sent to the unions, but it is hoped 
that the various unions will in- 
crease their activity on their own 
initiative and coordinate the vari- 
ous functions of their people in 
opposing this vicious measure. 

The sponsors of proposition No. 
12 have intensified their campaign 
in behalf of the measure, and it is 
imperative that all the unions and 
councils put aside all superficial 
differences of any kind that might 
interfere with the coordinated and 
all out support of the campaign 
against this measure. Now that 
the various councils have made 
their political endorsements, there 
should be no obstacles in the way 


|of prosecuting the campaign against 


proposition No. 12 with the fullest 
energy. 

A resolution from the laborers’ 
union in Fresno, expressing con- 
| fidence in President Roosevelt, was 
| approved. 
| A resolution from the National 
| Kindergarten association asking for 
| the endorsement of S. 567, which is 
now pending in congress and pro- 
|vides for appropriation of federal 
funds to establish more effective 
|programs of public kindergarten 
;and nursery school education, was 
|referred to the secretary with full 
power to act upon it. 

Similarly, a resolution from the 
San Francisco Labor Council re- 
questing a monument to be estab- 
|lished to the freedom-loving people 
| of Europe to commemorate June 6, 
| 1944, when the armed forces landed 
iin Normandy, was referred to the 
| secretary. 

Another resolution from the San 
| Francisco Labor Council, favoring 
|the general principles of urban re- 
| development legislation, was ap- 
| proved. This has always been the 
| policy of the federation. 

| A resolution from the Vallejo 
| Building Trades and Central Labor 
Councils, asking for the establish- 
ment of a national planning agency 
and the appropriation of monies 
for its functioning was endorsed in 
spirit and referred to the secretary 
to apply in relation with the Inter- 
state and Post-War Planning com- 
mission. 

A resolution of a similar nature 
from the Solano County Building 
and Construction Trades Council 
and concerned with the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources was 
also referred to the secretary. 

Numerous other resolutions and 
action taken by the executive coun- 
cil will be reported upon in detail 
in the quarterly bulletin that will 
be issued to all of the affiliated 
unions in the near future.

warned that there is no wizard’s 
wand that we can wave over 
swords to turn them into plow- 
shares. 

The war production board, after 
all the flurry and fight of recent 
days, announced plans for shifting 
industry from war to civilian pro- 
duction as soon as Germany falls. 
The board itself aims to “assist and 
encourage” rather than plan and 
direct conversion, and that indus- 
try should be allowed to go on its 
own way ... to do the swiftest, 
most effective, job possible in re-| 
storing production, making what- 
ever people want and affording! 
|maximum employment just as 
quickly as possible. 

Then the treasury department 
hopped on the bandwagon to an- 
nounce that future taxation will be 
designed in such a way as to be a 
help to maximum employment. Our 
hopes that the post-war world of 
employment will be, if not wonder- 
ful, at least satisfactory, seem to 
rest on solid pillars; the wartime 
record of industrial and agricul- 
tural production; the piled up de- | 
mand for goods of all sorts; the 
huge savings accumulated during 
|the war; a spirit of cooperation 
}among the saner leaders in all 
|spheres of American life. With all | 
the optimism, however, all warn) 
; that “the test period will come be- 
|tween the time war contracts are} 
canceled and industry is able to 
complete its conversion to peace 
production.” 

Thoughtful Americans will plan 
now more carefully than ever, indi- 
| vidually and in groups, to weather | 
that period without relying too 
much on government giving. 
| The next regular meeting will be

| 1944.

Gelder Tells Of 
Corporation Taxes 
And How They Work 


Local Attorney, in Statement, 
Says Adoption of George Bill 
| Will Result in a Liberal 

Old Age Pension 


The so-called George bill 
has passed the senate of the 
United States congress. The 
bill is supposed to care for and 


better economic conditions fol- 
lowing the present world war. The 
bill is supposed to care for unem- 
ployment which might follow the 
cessation of hostilities. The Murray- 
Kilgore bill had the same general 
objects, but was more humane, lib- 
eral and just and had in mind the 
caring for the men and women in 
the common walks of: life. This 
was defeated. 

The 1942 internal revenue act 
contains what are known as 
“carry-back” provisions. There 
is now earmarked in the U. S. 
treasury about 30 billion dol- 
lars for the relief of the great 
corporations of America in the 
two years after the war. This 

| is accomplished by an income | 
tax mechanism. Let us see what 
this amounts to and what it is 
in reality. 

An illustration: A corporation | 
made $1,000,000 in one year and paid 
$750,000 excess and normal taxes on 
it. It would have left $250,000. As- | 
sume it lost $1,000,000 the next 
year; then, under the carry-back 
provision the two years would be 
\figured together, and the corpora-| 
tion would have made no profit | 
over the two-year period and the} 
| corporation would be entitled to be | 
repaid from the U. S. treasury the | 
| $750,000 it had paid in taxes. This | 
has been perfected by republicans 
and democrats alike to protect our 
corporations (the poor, dear dar- 
lings) against losses and against | 
loss earning power in the two years 
after the war. 

Members of the finance com- 
mittee approved a bill which 
might cost the treasury, which | 
finally means the consumers, in | 
the two years after the war, 10, 
20 or 30 billion dollars for the | 
relief of great corporations, | 
but who tremble with dread at | 
the suggestion that workers and 
old people should be kept from | 
want and destitution by the ex- 
penditure of a few billion dol- | 
lars. 

I warn the people of California 
that it is just such legislation that 
will finally bring about a genuine, 
just and liberal old age pension in| 
this state through the _ initiative, | 
because all the people will not be | 
fooled all the time. |

In accepting the chairman- 


ship of the newly-formed east 
bay citizens’ committee against 
proposition No. 12, Lundberg said: 

“At this critical time, when the 
rapid advances of the armed forces 
of our country and its allies against 
the common enemy require the un- 
interrupted production and delivery 
of huge quantities of all the ma- 
terial of war so that the final tell- 
ing blows may be delivered, it is of 
utmost importance that contention, 
controversy and confusion in the 
field of labor relations be avoided. 
The so-called “Right of Employ- 
ment” proposal is an attempt to 
freeze into the constitution of our 
state a fundamental change in-

of labor relations and invalidate 
countless collective bargaining 
agreements that are now in effect 
and that have been one of the con- 
tributing factors to our state’s mar- 
velous record of war production. 
“Every citizen on the home 
front, regardless of party, re- 
gardless even of his conviction 
with respect to the fundamental 
issue involved, owes it to the 
three-quarters of a million Cali- 
fornia citizens who are now out 
on the fighting fronts to make 
sure that this ill-timed proposal 
is decisively defeated.
